KECROLOOIOAL. 


The number of sudden and violent deaths 


in Newport,, or of Newport people, duriug 
tho year 1871 ia 2I>. 
Of those, three were 


suicides, all by drowning. 
Four persons 


were drowned by accident, two by falling 
into docks, one by falling into a cistern and 
one in the creek on the Jliddletown line. 
Two deaths were from asphyxia, three from 
apoplexy, two from paralysis, on^j from 
hemorrhage of the lungs, two are directly 
attributable to liquor, three were from 
heart disease, one by falling down stairs,one 
by accidental shooting, one by intentional 
shooting, one by malpractice.and live Heaths 
have no cause assigned.

The group lies north of tho ccnmtor, just 


within tho limits of the torrid /one, near 
the middle of the Tncific Ocean, far from 
any other land, about naif the distance from 
San Francisco Unit they are from Cuntou in 
China, or Melbourne in Australia. They aro 
ten in number, tho largest, Hawaii, contain- 
ing 4,000 square iniles, and the smallest 
about sixty Square miles. 
Together their 


area is a littlo less than that of Massnchii- 
sells, or between five aud sis limns greater 
than that of Rhode Island. The group forms 
OU3 of the grandest volcanic centres iu tho 
world, tho largest craters known,both active 
and extinct, being found here. Indeed, the 
islands are but a-vflst mass of volcanic rocks 
fringed by coral roofs. 
Upon Hawaii are 


two volcanic peaks, each 
11,1100 feet iu 


height. The islands in places present h.ild 
sea faces from 1,000 foot to :i,00(l feet high. 
But thero are valleys and plains of remarka- 
ble fertility nnd beauty. 
The disintegrated 


material from the mountain regions, us it H 
washed down by tho abundant rains, of the 
islands, forms a most productivesoil, which, 
in this tropical climate, grows a great va- 
riety of luscious fruits nnd other valuable 
plants.
